Editorial 


A BREAKAWAY? 


A circular which has been for« 
warded to the various clubs af- 
filiated to (he M.S.B.A., proposing 
that a new Amateur Association 
be organised, to run football un- 
dev the club system, has come un- 
der the notice of those controlling 
the game in the metropolitan area, 
and while it appears that it is 
unlikely {o gain much support, 
still some of the statements there- 
in require to be refuted, 

Passing over the statement. that 
an undue number of officials were 
present at the meeting, the voting 
at which was admittedly close, it 
may be noted that not nearly that 
number attended, nor are there 
that number of officials attached 
to the Metropolitan Association. 

The most important misrepre- 
sentition, however, is that elnbs 
should withdraw their affiliation 
to the Metropolitan Association, 
otherwise they will be called upon 
to pay a share of the losses on the 
English tour next season, That 
tour will of course, so far as Aus.’ 
tralia is concerned, be under the 
control of the Commonwealth As- 
sociation, which will at least nom- 
inally be responsible for all the 
risks that the financing of that 
tour will entail. The method to 
he adopted in the fimancing has 
not been decided yet, but it is 
certain that all the risk will be 
covered, and that the various as- 
sociations will be invited to state 
exactly what share of the risk 
they ave willing to undertake. Any 
profits made on the tour would 
he distributed pro rata according 
fo the risks undertaken. Bxcept- 
ing for providing teams and play- 
ers, and staging matches under 
the control of the Commonwealth 
Association, this is the only gques- 
tlon that will need decision by the 
M.S.1.A. and the other associn- 
tions affiliated to the New South 
Wates Association, 

They will be asked in all proba- 
bility to find “a quota” which will 
he fixed, and this of course will 
be the ull extent of their liability.

UNNECESSARY APPEA LS. 


Covtinual aud unnecessary ape 
pealing on the part of players 18 
a practice match to be deprecated, 
Not only does it annoy the space 
tators, but it often has an evil 
effect on the tempers of the con- 
testants. Besides, it trequently 
has a more material influence of 
the game, for often goals are 
scored while defenders slacken in 
their play to turn round to the 
referee lo appeal for some offence, 
fancied or real. ‘Play to t 
whistle’ is quite sound advice, 
and it would be much better if 
players tried less to control the 
game themselves and concentrated — 
more on their part of playing, — 
leaving the other matters to those 
whose duty it is to look after 
them. Many appeals are quite 
unnecessary and out of order, and 
in any case the referee is not com- 
pelled to take notice. Of coursé, 
legitimate appeals are justifiable, 
put how often do we see players 
calling the attention of referee or 
linesman to an alleged infringe- 
ment when the players themselves 
are by no means so fayorably 
placed as the officials, Appeals in 
themselves have no influence on 
the experienced referee, whether 
they come from spectators or play- 
ers. He gives his decision as the 
result of observation, and though — 
sometimes the appeal and the de 
cision synchronise, the latter is 
not the outcome of the former. 
When the referee declines to ac= 
cept an appeal a shake of the head 
or the words ‘‘Play on’ may be Wy) 
used with advantage, i 

The Power to Refrain, 


One of the marks of a really 
good referee is the judicious use 
of the power to refrain. Generally 
speaking, although an offence has 
been committed, the referee 
should not award a free kick if 
in his judgment he considers it 
to be to the advantage of the side 
offended against to allow the play 
to go on. Quite recently in ¢ 
junior match a goalkeeper ran ont 
of his goal to clear a shot, bu 
missed the ball. One of the de 
fenders who had fallen back inte 
goal tried to retrieve the error by 
fisting out the ball on behalf of 
his colleagues, but only succeeded 
in diverting it into the net. 
the general amazement, the Té 
feree, instead of putting his pow 
ers into operation and awarding 
a goal, ordered a penalty kick 
After a lot of argument, this wal 
taken, without being converted, 
hence the team which really sue 
ceeded in drawing, actually on the

kinwiy disposed gentleman sought 
to put the referee right for the 
future as they were walking to 
the dressing quarters after the

FINANCIAL PROPOSALS. 


Organisation Next Year. 

The tollowing are the recom: 
mendations of the special sub- 
committee On the filancial side:— 

That district clubs shall each 
be subsidised by an amount of 
£25 making the donation of the 
associalions in all £200. 

That it be laid down that dis- 
trict clubs shall have headquar- 
ters approved by the Association. 

That where a district club has 
a home ground appreyed by the 
Association the gate takings of 
all Ist grade matches played 
thereon shall be distributed as 
follows :— 

Tax, ground and referee's ex- 
penses plus the ground charge te 
be decided upon by the Associa- 
tion al the commencement of the 
season, to be first of all taken 
from the gross receipts, and the 
remainder, which shall be deemed 
the net proceeds, shall he divided 
as follows:—4() per eent. to the 
“Home” club and 30 per cent. to 
the “Away” cluly, and 30 per cent, 
to the Association. 

On Association controlled 
grounds the distribution to be as 
follows;— 

A rental to be decided upon at 
the beginning of the season, tax 
ground, and referee's expenses, tc 
be subtracted frem the Zross re- 
ceipts the nett proceeds to be di 
vided, 50 per cunt, to the Associa- 
tion, and 25 per cent, to each of 
the competing elubs; the Associa- 
tion to bear the whole of the cost 
of advertising, as well as all the 
administrative expenses in connec- 
tion with the game.
